In  1938,  Carl  Enselr  Music  Librarian  of  Congress ,  had  nothing  to  say  in 
"Grove  3"  about  the  Smith  College  Music  Library.   In  1939,  Mary 
Ankudowich  got  her  B.A.  at  Smith  College.   Having  worked  as  a  student 
aide,  she  began  to  work  full  time  in  the  Music  Library  upon  graduation, 
going  down  to  Columbia  University  in  the  summers  to  take  her  library 
degree,  which  sne  acquired  in  194-3.   "'"hat  same  year  she  bacame  acting 
Music  Librarian,  and  in  1944  received  her  permanent  appointment  to  the 
position. 


The  other  great  figure  that  came  to  Smith  College  in  1939  was  Alfred 
Einstein.   Thanks  to  both  of  them,  the  unexpurgated  "Grove  G"  entry  for 
Northampton  finished  up  with  Smith  College,  citing  some  "48,000  volumes 
and  42,000  recordings,  chiefly  noted  for  the  thoroughness  of  its 
standard  repertory,  collected  editions  and  Journals."   Also,  the  copies 
in  Einstein's  own  hand  of  15th-  and  18th-century  Italian  vocal  music, 
and  IGth-  and  17th-century  instrumental  music,  now  available  in 
microfilm.   Much  of  this  music  no  longer  exists  in  its  original  source. 
The  Drinkers'  music  collection  has  also  been  deposited  here  since  19B5, 
and  surely  there  lies  another  good  Mary-story.
